The letter^ received .this, morning de- 


clares that at' least, one more police- 
man of the Oaklarid%force is to pay. 
the penalty of;"death~ in the, alleged 
warfare between the, police and the 
denizens 
or the 
underworld. The 


police are inclined *to the belief that 
the letters may voice a serious warn- 
ing and every precaution is T)elng 
taken to wara off the possibility of 
another tragedy. 


"These letters may be the work of 


some crank who thinks to amuse 
himself by seeing the work of his 
hands given this form of publicity," 
said Acting Chief Petersen this morn- 
Ing. 
"At the same time there is suf- 


ficient basis for the belief that the 
letters are actually what they pur- 
port to be and that a gang of or- 
ganized crooks and yeggmen whose 
members have been roughly handled 
by this department is planning re- 
prisals in an effort to terrorize the 
police. 


"If that is the object of sending 


these- letters, the men who are making 
the attempt are mistaken in the char- 
acter of the Oakland police force. 
The men of this department will con- 
tinue to deal diligently with crime 
wherever found, and whenever possi- 
ble we will pick up suspects who are 
wanted for crimes committed In other 
parts of tho country.

ICE BARRIER KEPT SHIPS 


FROM REACHING THE 
TITANIC 


WASHINGTON, April 27. — Two 


Bteamers and a schooner were only 
a" short aistanee away from the Ti- 
tanic -when she sank, according to 
the testimony of Captain James H. 
Moore of the steamship Mount Tem- 
ple today before the Senate commit- 
tee investigating the tragedy. Ice 
was the barrier that held back vessels 
hurrying to the rescue, and the Mount 
Temple did not arrive at the spot 
where the Titanic sank until two 
hours after she had gone down. 
The Mount Temple intercepted the 
Titanic's calls for 
help. 
Captain 
Moore said, and 
immediately he 


turned his ship's course toward the 
crippled liner. 
On his way he raised the lights of 
a schooner within a few miles of the 
Beene of the tragedy and coming from 
that direction. When day broke to 
disclose a great field of ice ahead, 
th? Mount Temple discovered a tramp 
steamer close by. The Identity of 
neither 
schooner 
nor tramp 
-was 


fliefl. 


WIRELESS MESSAGES. 


Captain Moore read a long: list ot 
messages front Titanic Intercepted by 
the Mount Temple's operator. It was 
virtually a- complete record of the 
wireless appeals Bent out by the 
doomed vessel. 
"At 10:10 the Titanic was still call- 
Ing 'C. Q. D.,' " said Captain Moore. 
"At 10:20 it raised the Olympic, and 
said, 'Get your boats ready; going 
down last by the head.' Frankfurt 
replied at 1:35, 'Starting for you.' 
Six minutes later the Titanic flashed 
'C. Q. D. Boilers flooded.' 
"A message from 'D. F. F.' then 
followed, 'Are there any boats around 
you already?' There was no answer." 
Other ships then began calling, but 
could get no answer, the captain said. 
Later the Birms, raised the Olympic 
and reported "AH quiet now. Titanic 
has not spoken since 1:47." 
Thej 
Carpathia at 1:20 gent the message, 
"Are you «tlll there? We ar« firing 
»'ock»t»." 


SAW NO ROCKETS. 


"Did you see those rockets?" Inter- 


rupted Senator Smith. 
"I MW no rockets at all that night 
I thought of sending up rockets my- 
Mlf, but did not do no because I 
feared that it might divert other 
flhlpn hurrying to the Titanic." 
The witness said that the Titanic 
undoubtedly had .not fixed her posi- 
tion properly.

Tho 
real Klein wai drowned, Llghtoller 
Mid. 
CftpUln Moore said his observa- 
tions taken Monday indicated that the 
Titanic'* actual poiitlon was E0.0»tt 
welt. 
"The fact that you found no evi- 
dence of tbe wreck when you got to 
the Tttanlc'B position tends to con- 
firm your Idea that the ehlp was 
eight miles east of the position she 
(are," eaid the Senator? 
"Tec. sir," tald Captain Moore. 
••And later I sighted the Carpathla 
on the other side of the ice field, 
where she- picked the Titanic's boats

Moore said he heard from the Car- 
pathla at »:SO Monday morning that

attack on Colonel Theodore Rooseveltl

If there 
is anything I have pride in it Is that 
I am an American citizen and part of 
the government that has shown it 
the finest and best and most beneficial 
In the world." 


HOW TO TELTj PROGRESSIVE. 
Taking up the charge that he was 
not a progressive, Taft said he did 
not think a progressive could be 
Judged by his looks or by his apprecia- 
tion of poetry.

itted. If the culprit is not immedi- 
ately captured, he finds It easy to 
take refuge In some other city. Oak-

against the Oakland police came as 
a result of the" shooting of Policeman 
Williams In East Oakland last Sun- 
day. 
The murder was apparently 
without provocation. 


Two nig-hts later two thugs shot at 


Policeman Murphey in East Oakland, 
and in this case the shooting was ap- 
parently planned, as the men had a 
good 
opportunity 
of setting away 


without using their weapons. 
In this 
case one of the thugs called out that 
this was a chance to "get ona of tha 
cops.' 


On the date of the attempt to shoot 


Murphey the police received the first 
anonymous letter, threatening the 
murder 
of more members of the 


force on account of the activity of the 
Oakland 
departent in suppressing 
crime.

similarity in the paper or style ot the 
two epistles, and as the first was 
typewritten, there can be no compari- 
son of the writing.

ROOSEVELT MAKES BITTER 


REPLY TO PRESIDENT 


Tail's Accusations Opens Floodgates of 


Former Chief Executive's Wtath 


WORCESTER, Mass., 
April 27.—De- 


nunciation of President Taft was Colonel 
Roosevelt's reply last night to the presi- 
dent's attack upon him. Some if Colonel 
Roosevelt's assertions were 
Tliat Piesldent Taft has not given the 


people of the country a "squ.ue deal ' 
but that, owing to ?, "Quality of feeble- 
ness," he had "yielded to the bosses anJ 
the great privileged Interests " 


That on« part of the president's at- 
tack upon him was "the crookedest hind 
01 a .leal," and "deliberate misrepresen- 
tation." 
That the president "has not merelv in 


thought, word and deed been disloyal to 
our past friendship, but has been dis- 
loyal 
to every canon 
of ordinary de- 
cency and fair dealing such as sho-j't1 
obtain even in dealing with a man's 
bitterest opponents." 
That *he president's statement regard- 
ing the influence of federal office holders 
in the campaign was "not only an un- 
truth, but It Is an absurd untruth." 
That President Taft convicted himself 


of Insincerity when he signed the Payne- 
Aldrlch tariff bill 
That in speaking of Colonel Roosevelt's 
position In regard to the trust problem 
President Taft Is "himself guilty of a 
crooked deal." 
When Colonel Roosevelt reached "Wor- 
cester, at the beginning of his Massa- 
chusetts trip, he found the streets throng- 
ed. A band and a torchlight procession 
escorted him to Mechanics' hall, -where 
he addressed an overflow meeting. 


OISIKES PERSONAITIES. 


Colonel Roosevelt said In part 
"In this compafsn I regard the Issues 
at stake as altogether too Important to 
permit It to be twisted into one of per- 
sonalities between President Taft and 
myself. But Mr. Taft's speeches yester- 
day contained statements that I must 
answer. Most of what he said, needs no 
comment from me 
"When, for instance, he said that I 
have endeavored to minimize the Import- 
ance of my Columbus speech, he says 
what he must know to t>e untrue, he can 
not have read my Carnegie hall speech, 
my speech at St. Louis, mv Philadelphia 
and PIttsbzurg and Louisville speeches, 
without knowing that I have elaborated 
3Hi emphasized what I said e.t Columbus. 


"Again, when Mr. Taft In any speech 


speaks of me- directly or obliquely as 
a neurotic or a. demagogues, or In similar 
terms, I shall say nothing, except that 
to point out that If he Is obliged to use 
•such language he had better preserve 
his own self-respect by not protesting i 
that lt» gives him pain to do so. No man 
resorts to epithets like these If It really 
gives him pain to use them. 


"I have never alluded to him In terms 


even remotely resembling these. I have 
never quoted his private letters nr prl- 
ate comunlcatlons. I have discussed ex- 
clusively his public actions. Even where 
I~£s.s ob!ige~d~to "be severe I ''was always 
parliamentary 
and never hypocritical. 


"Nor do I intend .today 
to deviate 


from this standard, although the presi- 
dent's speech makes It necessary for mo 
to speak more plainly on certain sub- 
jects than I have yet spoken." 


Colonel Roosevelt referred to Presi- 


dent Taft's explanation of his statement 
that "ours is a government of all the 
people by a representative part of the 
people." 


"For him to try," said Colonel Roose- 


velt, "to escape the cnsequences of his 
statements by saying that he allude<5 to 
•women and children is trifling with the 
intelligence of the people. To speak of 
such action on hla ps.rt as a 'square 
deal' Is itself the crookedest kind of t. 
deal. He is trying to dodge the conse- 
quences- of his statement by deliberate 
misrepresentation of that statement." 


Colonel Roosevelt defied the political 


boss "as the -.nan responsible, for the 
alliance between 
crooked 
politics and 


crooked business, ivhlch has been re- 
sponsible for nine-tenths of the corrup- 
tion of American plltical life. 


"If there is any such man among my 


supporters," 
he 
continued, "I"do not 


know him. Mr. 
Taft 
says 
that Mr. 


Flynn of Plttsburg'is a very bad boss. 
There Is an element of grim comedy in 
Mr. Taft -neeplnjr over the thought of 
Pennsylvania being put under the rule 
of a boss through Mr. Penrse being 
ousted from control of the party organ- 
ization." 


The bosses. Colonel Roosevelt declared, 


were on the president's side. 


"Mr. Taft says," he continued, "that in 


my various campaigns I accepted the 
assistance of these bosses. So I did 
•nhcn they chose to go my way and to 
support the causo of the people. 
The 


trouble with Mr. Taft Is that he got 
their assistance at the price of going 
their way and opposing the cause of the 
people. 


"Mr. Taft said yesterday that never In 


thought or deed had be been disloyal In 
his 'friendship for me. It Is hard for 
me to answer such a statement save by 
calling it the grossest and most astound- 
ing hypocrisy. 


"When Mr. Taft made that statement 


he had just sent to tho United 
Statea 


senate on half an 
hour's 
notice, ob- 


viously 
In collusion will 
tho Lorlmer 


Democratic senator who made the 
re- 


quest, papers which were Intended to 
convey the Impression that I had Im- 
properly favored the harvester trust by 
declining to prosecute It in 1901. 


CCuLuSlON CHARGED. 


"When l.rK Taft, obviously to Influ- 
ence the Massachusetts primary and ob- 
viously-in collusion with one of Mr. Lor- 
imer's senatorial supporters of the op- 
posite political party, takes the action 
ho did, lie lias not merely in thought, 
word and deed been disloyal to our pant 
friendship, but has been disloyal to every 
canon of ordinary decency and fair deal- 
ing with a man's bitterest 
opponents. 
Such conduct represents the very crook- 
edest kind of a crooked deal. 
"This Is not an exceptional Instance of 
how he has behaved to me. The same 
course was followed last summer In con- 
nection with the Tonnesspp Oml nnrt lrnn 
company. The assaults upon me by Mr 
Taft'n campaign manngcrs made In Wash- 
ington under Mr. Taft's very eves, have 
been foul to the verge of Indecency. But 
remember, I am not complaining of these 
things; I care nothing for Mr. Taft's per- 
sonal attitude toward mo; t allude to It 
only in passing and merely because Mr. 
Taft lays much emphasis on the matter " 
Tho speaker turned to reciprocity, say- 
ing: 


"Mr. Tnft says that I rhnnjrefl front 
on the reciprocity measure 
This Is un- 


true. He publishes a latter of mine in 
answer to a letter of his marked 'con- 
fidential.' Incidentally, one of the unpar- 
donable sins on the part of any man 
calling himself a. gentleman Is to publish 
confidential correspondence without per- 
mission. As to this I care nothing, uut 
1 warn Mr Taft in discussing negotia- 
tions with a foreign power it is well not 
to publish such expressions as that in 
his letter about making Canada only an 
adjunct of the United Statea. 
"In this letter I told him that I would 
support his reciprocity position. 
I did 
loyally support It In 
several 
different 
speeches. At first I took the agreement 
on the faith of Mr. Taft's representation. 
Later when I came to look up the mat- 
ter, however, I became convinced that 
tlm reciprocity agreement as passed by 
Mr. Taft was unwise and undesirable, 
because It improperly sacrificed the In- 
terest of our fanners and fishermen and 
because it carried indefensible action on 
paper. 


"UNPARDONABLE BASENESS." 


"Nevertheless, because I had stated that 
I -would, support the treaty, I said not 
one word against it until It was demand- 
ed. Even then I declined to speak on 
the subject until in several States Mr. 
Taft's managers themselves, with what 
I can only characterize as unpardonable 
baseness, began to circulate the fact of 
my support of Mr Taft's proposal as a 
reason why I should not be nominated, 
"Mr Taft says that the influence of 
federal office holders in 
the 
Chicago 
convention this year will be less effective 
for any one candidate than ever before 
In the history of the party. This is not 
only an untruth, but it is an absurd un- 
truth. 
Never in 30 years close obser- 
vation have I seen such scandalpus abuse 
of the patronage as this year. 
"Some of the abuse of patronage has 
been done directly by Mr. Taft himself, 
as in the case of the various North 
Carolina 
nominations. 
Moreover, 
does 
Mr. Taft think the people have fprgotten 
the letter his secretary sent out as to 
restoring to insurgent senators th« pat- 
ronage of which he had deprived th-n ' 
Having all these facts in view, it 
is 
simply astonishing that Mr. Taft should 
venture the assertion that he\ has not 
used the federal patronage to 
defraud 
politics. 
"Mr. Taft states that I advised him 
to have a meeting with Cannon. I ad- 
vised him to meet every one, to consult 
with every one, to try to get on with 
every one. But no less emphatically I 
advised him to follow my example, to 
consult freely with all the politicians 
and to try to get on with them, but 
where the politicians split off from the 
people, then to stand with the people and 
not with the politicians; and it is pre- 
cisely this that he failed to do. 
"It Is a most curious thing that Mr. 
Taft should actually criticise me for not 
having assailed him about the 
Payne 
tariff la.w. As a matter of fact I have 
eagerly endeavored to praise Mr. Taft 
wherever I possibly could and I have 
merely kept silent where I disagreed. As 
he now insists that I should break silence 
about the tariff law, I -will say that I 
hold him culpably responsible for having 
led the people to believe tnat he favored 
a substantial downward revision and that 
he would work actively for it, and for 
then having sat supinely by and'allowed 
his new friends, under the leadership of 
Messrs. Aldrich and Cannon to produce 
a bill which made him convict himself of 
Insincerity when he signed It/' 
Turning to President Taft's statement 
In regard to a third term, Colonel Roose- 
velt declared that the danger lay only in 
more than two consecutive terms, which 
might afford opportunity for the execu- 
tive to intrench himself in power. 


QUOTES TAFT'S LETTER. 


"Mr. Taft, without my permission," he 
continued, "haa quoted entire letters from 
me, written in answer to letters of his 
which were marked 
'confidential.' I 
shall so far avail myself of his example 
as to quote four lines of a letter from 
him to me which was not marked 'con- 
fidential. 
It -was written shortly after 
he became President. It runs: 
" 'I can never forget that the power 
I now exercise was voluntarily transfer- 
red from you to me, and-that I am under 
obligations to you to see to it that your 
judgment in selecting me as your succes- 
sor, and bringing about the succession 
shall be vindicated, according 
to 
the 
standards which you and I, in conversa- 
tion, have always formulated.' 
It la a 
bad trait, to bite the hanfl that feeds 
you. 


"No other man in this country was 
as much interested as I was in having 
Mr, Taft succeed. 
No other man with 
my principles and my convictions 
has 
supported him for so long a time, and 
has so bitterly regretted being unable to 
support him for a longer time. I eagerly 
sought every opportunity to stand by him 
long after I refused to acknowledge the 
fact to- myself and struggled to •'convince 
myself that he was fit, and clutched at 
every opportunity to back him up."

of construction. Oakland, like all other 
cities, must be a unit \vlthin itself to 
progress along the right lines. If Oak- 
land's public buildings are built by Oak- 
land men and supervised by Oakland 
men it Is morally certain that the struc- 
tures will be the honest representation 
of the public money that has been put 
into their construction. And 
another 
thing, If the bond money is paid to Oak- 
land men It will be spent in Oakland, 
and hence more prosperity In every walk 
of life. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
and 
all 
other civic bodies have been fostering 
home industry and rightfully Bo. Home 
industry makes cities flourish. The pub- 
lic funds are expended in the city from 
whence they are taken and everybody 
benefits. 
In line with its policy of 
fostering 
home industry tha Chamber 
of 
Com- 
merce, prior to the auditorium and school 
bond election, entered into an agree- 
ment with the representatives 
of the 
city administration whereby only Oak- 
land architects, material and labor would 
be used In the construction of municipal 
buildings. When it became known that 
the city administration was to employ 
Oakland labor and use Oakland skill and 
talent the electors "went to the polls and 
voted for the bonds, the sum total of 
winch was ?2,SOO,000. 


IB this promise of the administration 
to be forgotten? It seems that It Is. The 
city council has created an office for a 
New York man who is a stranger to all 
Oakland conditions and traditions. 
He 
has been given the sole guardianship of 
over $2,000,000 of the funds of the peo- 
ple of Oakland. 
Under the ordinance 


which created his position he is given 
czarlikp power and a munificent salary. 
He is allowed to do as ha sees fit with 
this large sum of money. He is allowed 
to give out the work, denote the kind of 
materials to be used and have imperial 
authority. 
But what a great many people have 
overlooked, apparently, is tho fact that 
the supervising' architect of the city, a 
stranger within its gates, is to be paid 
four-fifths of his fee of 6 per cent be- 
fore the contract has been let for the 
work, deti^l drawings made or superin- 
tendence performed; he is to be given 
two-fifths after completion of the pre- 
liminary studies, 
and 
two-fifths upon 
completion of the preliminary studies; 
and two-fifths upon completion of the 
specifications and scale drawings. 
This architect will take out of Oak- 
land, it is estimated, about $190,000. He 
will have four-fifths of" this amount be- 
fore the contracts are let. Are the elect- 
ors of Oakland who voted for these bondg 
going to' stand for such action? . 
Unless the architect ordinance Is re- 
pealed and Oakland architects, material 
men and laborers given a fair chance for 
the work of building, the new schools 
and the auditorium, this city will not 
go ahead. There will always be a ques- 
tion as to wbe.tner the buildings arc 
properly constructed, they having been 
put up under the supervision of a man 
who knows nothing about local condi- 


Oakland has many fine buildings that 
were erected under tne supervision of 
Oakland architects.

Extra Life Preservers on 


All Ferry Boats. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 27. — Follow- 


ing a suggestion from John K. Bulger, 
entitled state Inspector of hulls and 
•boilers, ferryboats on San Francisco bay 
will be 
equipped with enough life pro- 


servers for all passengers. Bulger has 
•been notified that this step has 
boon 


taken by tha Southern Pacific, the Key 
Route, the Santa Fe, the Western Pa- 
cific and the Northwestern Pacific. 


The companies also have decided 
to 


act upon the suggestion of the federal 
official that each ferryboat carry a gang- 
plank, ao that In case of accident the 
passengers could be transferred from one 
vessel to another. 


On announcing 'yenterday that the 


ferryboats had 
signified 
their 
Inten- 


tion to protect 
the life of every pas- 
senger, Inspector Bulger said that one 
of the companies had forwarded to him 
a duplicate of Its 
order for 
several 


thousand new life preservers. 


The Inspector said that It would be 


totally Impracticable for the ferryboats 
to carry lifeboats enough 
to take oft 


every passenger. 
If this plan 
was 


adopted, he said, some of the 
ferries 


•would have to carry as many as 150 life- 
boats, which would have to bs twenty 
feet long, six feet beam and two feet sfoc 
inches In depth. It would take 460 sailors 
to man these boats. 


The ferryboat companies 
are now 


complying with the 
law, Bulger sni<" 
They have ordered new life preservers 
and gangplanks of their own volition. 
"I merely made the suggestion to the 


r companies that evrybody should hav a 
life preserver In a ferryboat In case of 
an accident. The companies at once or- 
dered them. 


' I Hunk that now everything possi- 


ble has been done In caie of an accident 
In the bay. 


•1 don't approve of lifeboats In case of 


an accident on the bay. I feel assured 
that the boat would be swamped

"A gangplank Is the right thing for

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The Worth of /dora Park to Oakland. 


The people of Oakland do not appreciate what a valuable 


asset Idora Park is to this community. If they did they would 
patronize it more generously. As it is, the park would be com- 
pelled to close up but for the sustaining patronage that comes 
across the bay from San Francisco. 


As a pleasure park Idora has no superior, scarcely an equal, 


in the whole United States. It is a beautiful place and affords a 
great variety of amusements and recreations—and they are all 
clean, healthy and wholesome. Everything savoring of indecorum 
or immorality is rigidly excluded by the management, the aim 
being to conduct the park so that women and children will not 
come in contact with anything of a degrading or suggestive char- 
acter. No bar is maintained on the premises. Beer and light 
wines are served in the restaurant, but only to guests who order 
food. Strong liquors are not dispensed at all, and no unseemly 
conduct or excessive drinking is permitted. 


If the management conducted the park along the free and 


easy lines that characterized the Chutes in San Francisco they 
would make money hand over fist. But they have adopted the 
policy of conducting the resort entirely free from objectionable 
features. They will not permit public dancing in the pavilion 
and the sale of intoxicating drinks. They resort to no question- 
able expedients to make a profit. Hence Idora Park is a delight- 
ful place for men to take their wives and children for an outing. 


Free concerts are given every afternoon and evening by the 


best bands procurable. Performances of the best class are given 
in the theatre at popular prices. For several years season's of 
opera have been given by standard companies at prices far below 
the charges made by the regular theatres. Idora has been giving 
the best opera at the lowest price of admission to be had anywhere 
in the country. This is no small thing to say. But it is neverthe- 
less true that through the liberality and enterprise of the Idora 
Park management it has been possible for the Oakland public to 
hear standard operas well sung and well staged for the trifling 
sum of fifty and seventy-five cents a seat. 


But this is not all that can be said in favor of Idora. A great 


variety of amusements are provided for both children and grown- 
ups. The grounds are improved with taste. There are lawns for 
children to romp on, and 'flowers in profusion, also an interesting 
collection of animals. Taken as a whole, the place is a credit to the 
city and to the men who are trying the experiment of running a 
popular amusement park with everything of a vicious or de- 
moralizing character eliminated. Every person from abroad ex- 
presses'surprise and admiration at the beauty and order of the 
place, and the number^ of the attractions presented. They all 
agree that nothing so good and clean can be found elsewhere. 


But unfortunately the people of Oakland do not appear to 


fully appreciate the efforts of the park management to provide 
them with recreations at once so novel, so -wholesome and so 
unobjectionable at such a moderate cost. They will have them- 
selves to blame if the project shall prove a financial failure. If 
the Idora Park should close up for lack of patronage, this city will 
sustain^ well'nigh'lrreparable loss. It will be many years be- 
fore another so convenient of access, so adorned and attractive 
to lovers of good music will be supplied. Every property owner 
in the city is interested in> seeing that the park is properly sup- 
ported, and in maintaining Its present high standard. 


The campaign now in progress in Berkeley illustrates' the 


beauties of the recall. The community is all torn up over the 
question of whom the Board of Education shall elect Superin- 
tendent of Schools. It is not claimed that the majority of the board 
propose to do anything corrupt or unlawful, but that they do 
not intend to re-elect the present Superintenent, who is popular 
and has many friends. Accordingly an effort is being made to 
recall the School Directors and elect others who will retain Mr. 
Bunker. If the selection of a School Superintendent is to be de- 
termined by popular vote, much trouble and expense could be 
avoided by amending the charter so'as to make the office elective. 


The Sacramento Union is greatly elated because Bryan spoke 


against Harmon and in favor of Wilson in Ohio. If his efforts to 
boost Wilson in the Buckeye State met with no better success 
than they achieved in Nebraska, the pedagogue candidate will 
have reason to exclaim: "Save me from my friends I" Despite 
the exertions of Bryan, Wilson was at the bottom of the poll in 
Nebraska.

The Big Ship and the Big Disaster. 


There is no reason to believe the loss of the Titanic will dis- 


courage building large steamships. The size of the ship was in 
no wise responsible for the disaster. In all probability a smaller 
vessel would have gone to the bottom quicker than the Titanic. 
If size counted for anything at all, it counted in the Titanic's 
favor. 


The lesson of the disaster is not that the ship was too large 


or improperly constructed, but that there is no such thing as an 
unsinkable ship. It is not possible to build a ship large enough and 
ntiuinoh enousrh to ride down an iceberg at sea. As well expect 
to drive her through a granite mountain. Apparently the officers 
navigating the Titanic were under the impression that she coulc 
buck an iceberg with impunity. That is why they were not at all 
Apprehensive when warned that they were in the immediate 
vicinity of icebergs. So supreme was their confidence in the ship 
that they did not think there was any real danger. 


While the officers of the Titanic underrated the danger of col- 


lision with icebergs and overrated the staunchness of the ship 
nothing as yet developed to indicate that the size of the vessel had 
anything to do with causing the disaster beyond the overween- 
injt confidence she inspired in her officers. The larger a ship is 
3he more passengers she carries, hence the magnitude of the dis- 
aeter was proportioned to the size of the vessel. But in genera 
th« Titanic appears to have answered the expectations of the 
men who designed and built her. 


It is reasonable, therefore, to expect that the steamship com- 


panies will continue to build ships of the same class. For many 
years after the Great Eastern was built it was confidently as 
fterted by mariners and shipbuilders that no other ship of her 
dimensions would ever be built. They said she was too large to 
be successfully navigated or profitable. Today there are a dozen 
thifM kirfer than the Great Eastern regularly crossing the Atlan 
tic. Th« Great Eastern would be dwarfed by the Mauretania and 
Lmitania, the George Washington, the France or the Olympic. Of 
course there is a limit to the size of ships, as there is to every 
thing under the sun, but there is no reason to believe the safety 
limit WA* wiceieded in building the Titanic,

A society has been organized to make Oakland the City Beau- 


tiful. There is great need of a vigilant, energetic and public- 
spirited organization having for its object the adornment and 
beautification of the city—an organization that will educate, 
mould'and direct taste and public opinion. The disfiguring of 
the principal thoroughfares with additional poles and wires 
proves the necessity for such a society as has been organized. 
The billboard nuisance has reached audacious proportions and 
needs to be checked, if it cannot be abated, by an organized pub- 
lic sentiment. 


Nature has done a great deal to make Oakland beautiful, but 


man has done his best to make it unsightly. Human greed and 
selfishness have marred nature's handiwork in many places and 
have done their best to nullify the efforts of the municipal au- 
thorities to adorn the city. There is work to do in every direc- 
tion—trees to be planted, nuisances to be abated and unsightly 
places to be cleaned up and beautified. In doing this necessary 
work the municipal authorities should be urged, encouraged and 
aided by an aggressive public opinion, mobilized for the purpose 
and directed with intelligence and tact. 


The building and grounds of the Southern Pacific at Four- 


teenth and Franklin streets present a striking and disagreeable 
contrast to the Berkeley station of the same company. At Ber- 
keley the station is an ornamental structure and the grounds sur- 
rounding it are improved with taste. • Grass and flowers make it 
a beauty spot. At Fourteenth and Franklin streets the aspect is 
positively disgraceful—old wooden shacks and a barren square 
uncared for and wholly without ornamentation of any kind. And 
this in the very heart of the city. We are confident that this 
condition will be remedied if the proper representation be made 
to the officers of the company by the municipal'authorities and 
the lending citizens of Oakland. 


It is worth a trial. But that is not the only place demanding 


attention. There are dozens of places where good work can be 
done, and should be done. It is high time a beginning should be 
made, and the organization of the society for the City Beautiful 
is the initial move in the right direction.

An Interesting trip around the Dead 


Sea made In a motor boat by Jacob E. 
Spafford, a member of the 
American 


colony in Jerusalem, Is described la the 
Geographical Journal. 


tn circumnavigating the lake four or 


five very fertile plains or ghors were met 
with. These plains, writes Mr. Spafford, 
naturally bring to mind the connection of 
the Dead Sea with Sodom and Gomorrah, 
tho "cities of the plain." that

placed on every side of the sea. 


These plains and a small oula 


Hngedl aro the only points where life 
of any kind and water are to be found. 
En§-adl. the first stopping place, la the 
only spot on the west side where fresh 
water i* to be had. This evidently was 
a little paradise tn the time of Solomon 
and Is frequently mentioned in th« Old 
Testament. 


The cliffs on the west slda of the sea 


which form an almost unbroken wall, 
excepting for the rugged torrent beds, 
and which vary from 800 to 1900 feet 
In height, are full of limestone, whereas 
on the east side of the lake, the for- 
mation Is entirely sandstone of exquisite 
hues. The abundance of water on this 
side as compared with the other Is very 
striking, too.

Philanthropist Is Poor, as He 


Hoped He Would Be, When 


End Comes. 


CHICAGO, April 28—Dr. Daniel Kim- 


tall Pearsons, ninety-two years old, who 
Jn recent years save more than $7,000,000 
to small colleges, chiefly In the Middle 
West, died yesterday In a 
sanitarium. 


Pearsons had determined to die poor, and 
he did. Pneumonia, -with complications 
due to old age, was the cause. For sev- 
eral days he had been sinking, a patient 
In an institution where he maintained 
himself on an Income of $5000 a year, 
paid him tiy a college to which he had 
contributed ??,5,000 on the condition that 
he would be given 25 per cent of that 
amount for the rest of his life. 


It was Dr. Pearsons who declared that 


"giving; away money Is a greater sport 
than baseball and more fun than any 
other form of entertainment." He began 
giving? money to needy colleges in 1888, 
and In sums ranging from 
$10,000 to 


$495.000 disposed of more than ?7,000,- 
000. 
His last gift, he said, left him com- 


paratively poor, with an, income sufficient 
to keep him from want. His death de- 
feated 
his often-expressed expectation 


that'he would live one hundred years.

ALAMEDA, April 27. — That recall 
petitions to recall tho city council of 
Alameda will be circulated If tho city 
does not enter Into a contract with the 
Great Western Power company to pur- 
chase electric current, was asserted today 
by C. F. Adams, one of tho leading op- 
ponents of the municipal bond Issue to 
be voted on Tuesday. 
Adams contends that the Great West- 
ern Power company submitted to tho 
electricity commission a tender to sup- 
ply current which Is lower than tho cost 
of curf.Tnt by the municipal plant. Ho 
holds that the power concern submitted 
this bid In good faith and should be 
awarded the contract. 


Tho electricity commission Is an ap- 
pointive body and cannot be reached by 
the recall but tho city council is tho 
real head of tho city and tho recall, If 
undertaken, will bo directed against tho 
council. 


Tho electricity commission yesterday 
rejected tho bid of the Great Western 
Power company and announced that the 
stipulations and varying rates contained 
In the tender made tho price as high, or 
higher, than the cost of manufacture. 
The electricity commission argues that 
tho cost of manufacture figured by the 
opposition is based on old conditions when 
fuel oil cost $1 a barrel Instead of 60 
cents, tho price now In effect. 
They 
also nrguo that the "load" forming the 
base of tho bid Is so varied as to hours 
and quantity as to make the bid higher 
than tho mere figures Indicate.

opposition contend that tho bid Is much 
lower than cost of manufacture and that 
If tho city would avail itself of tho offer

second story factory for the Pacific Porce- 
lain -works, which, although It recently 
completed new buildings at Its present 
site and doubled its capacity and -working 
force, has again outgrown its present fac- 
tory and cannot keep up with Its orders. 
This second plant will be as large as the 
present one, and will contain entlrelv new 
equipment. 
The Pacific Porcelain "Ware 
Corap-ony's present plant is one of the big 
factories of the city, -with an output- of 
over $300,000 a year and sixty men on. 
the payroll. It ships Its ware all over the 
west and its first big order when It es- 
tablished here was that of furnishing all 
the porcelain ware for a $2,000,000 hotel 
in Portland. 


These new factories are located close to 
both the Santa Fe and Southern Pacific 
railroads, with the Belt line running from

Under Sections 429 ana 435 every pnrson 
who refuses to give his own name or Hi) 
name of any person In his emploj1, o\ 
who In any manner obstructs tho As- 
sessor or any of his deputies in the col- 
lection of the State Foil Tax. is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and liable to a. fine of 
$500 or imprisonment in tho County JalL 
or both such flne and Imprisonment 
Only those persons under twenty-ont 
or over sixty years of age are exempt Poll 
tax mutt be paid on demand.

when the Pacific Gas Company 


filed a complaint with the state rail- 
road commission against the Great 
Western. 
It charges that the later 
company is attempting to Invade its 
territory in Marln, Sonoma, Solano 
and Napa counties without the re- 
quired franchises and without the 
permission of the railroad commis- 
sion, as required under the public 
utilities act. 
The controversy will attract na- 


tional Intel est by reason of the great 
e of the 
corporations involved. 
Pacific Gas and Electric as one of the 
largest enterprises of the kind in 
America. 
It 
is headed by such 


financiers as Frank Drum, Frank B. 
Anderson, William H. Crocker of San 
Francisco and Samuel Insull and H. 
M. Byllesby of Chicago. The Great 
Western Power Company Is also one 
of the biggest power projects in the 
country. 
A'isociated In the control 
are the Fleishhackers of San Fran- 
cisco, Standard Oil and General Elec- 
tric Interests. 
i 
Special Interest will attach to the 
battle because It brings Into action a 
much debated provision of the new 
law, which became effective March 
23.Under this act no new public utili- 
ties corporation may operate without 
a certificate of convenience and ne- 
cessity from the state railroad com- 
mission, 


TO PREVENT COMPETITION. 
The Idea of this provision was to 
prohibit 
a. great many 
companies 


from entering a given field and oither 
grinding each other to pieces or com- 
bining1 and raising rates- 
In its complaint filed with the 


commission yesterday the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company declared that 
it had been operating in Marln, So- 
noma, Solano and Napa counties, and 
had been giving effective and econom- 
ical service 
It charged that the 
Great Western Power Company had 
entered that field and sought to gain 
a foothold without obtaining the 
necessary franchises from the city 
and county authorities and without 
securing the certificate of conveni- 
ence and necessity from the railroad 
commission. 
In reply it was stated yesterday in 
behalf of the Great Western Power 
Company that the only work being 
carried on in the disputed territory 
was in Napa city, Napa county, and 
In Santa Rosa, all under permits ob- 
tained prior to the effective date of 
the new public utilities law. 


Pacific Gas and Great Western 
Power have been fencing with each 
other for a great many months. First 
there were threats of open war. Then 
efforts were made to consolidate the 
two great corporations. These efforts 
failed. Now has come a declaration 
of hostilities.

Pacific Gas and Electric was first 


In the field and has intrenched itself 
over a wide area. The Great West- 
ern Is seeking new business and has 
attacked the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric at several points at the same 
time.

pel the Great Western to desist from 
invading its territory and that an or- 
der bo made declaring that "either 
the present nor the future public ne- 
cessity and convenience require any 
construction of transmission lines on 
the part of tho GTOAI Western. The 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company al- 
leges that it Is well able and willing 
to provide for tho necessities of tho 
region.
